Troops and Strikers Were in Con- 
flict Yesterday at Lodz—Report- 
ed Twenty Lost Their Lives 
and Fifty More Were 
Wounded. 


SOSNOVOICE, Feb. 10.—On 
Thursday a mob invaded the 
Kathernin works, demanding 


that the workmen in charge of the 
electrical machinery there join in the 
strike. A company of soldiers in- 
tervened, and a Polish officer repeat- 
edly called upon the people to dis- 
perse. They refused to leave unless 


they were accompanied by the work- 
men. -It is said that a rioter men- 


aced the officer with a knife, where- 
upon he gave the order to fire, with 


the result that twenty-eight persons, 
including a high school pupil who 
happened to be passing, fell dead, 
and thirty-six were seriously wound- 
ed. These latter were removed to a 
hospital, where five of them have 


since died.

the strike last month. The iPutiloff

There are already 30,000 out within the 
megropolis, and the workmen at the 
torpedo factory in Kolpino, 18 miles dis- 
tant, have also ined the strikers.

Only energetic measures by the troops 
and police prevented the resumption to- 
day of the former tactics of the strik- 
ers, marching from factory to factory, 
and inducing or compelling employecs 
to lay down their tools. Thus far there 
has been no disorder in St. Petersburg, 
and the authorities appear to have the 
situation well in hand in this respect, 
and it is generally believed that such

CASE IN FEDERAL COUT 
WILL BE DISMISSEC 


Petition Filed By Central’s Attorneys 
is a Ld&igthy Document and 
Goes Fully into History 
of the Stock in Ques- 
tion. 


The fight to collect taxes on the stock 
of the Western Railway of Alabama took 
a new tUrn yesterday when a bill seek- 
ing to restrain the collection of an $8,- 
C00 tax fi. fa. was filed by the Centrad of 
Georgia Railway Company against Wil- 
liam A. Wright, comptroller general of 
Georgia, and John W. Nelms, shcriff of 
Fulton county. 

The bill was presented to Judge Roan, 
fn the absence of Judge Lumpkin, by 
Lawton & Cunningham, of Savannah, 
and Alex King, of Atlanta. A restrain- 
ing order was signed by the judge and 
the case was set fer a hearing before 
Judge Lumpkin, on Saturday, March !1, 
wth the provision for an earlier hearing 
on ten days’ notice. 

The contentions of this suit are funda- 
mentally the same as those of the Louis- 
vile and Nashville and Atlantic Coast 
Tine railread as lessees of the Georgia 
railroad, save that in the Central's suit 
aliegations are made that the _ stock 
ecught to be taxed not only is net the 
property of the railroad, but also that 
it is entirely without the jurisdiction of 
the state of Georgia, being actually in 
New York in the custody and possession 
of the Central Trust Company, its al- 
deged owner. 

A suit based on the same state of facts 
and against the same parties is now 
pending in the United States courts. It, 
however, is in the name of the Central 
Trust Company, which claims that the 
interest of the bondholders, for whom 
ft ig trustee, will be unlawfully affected 
by the enforced collection of taxes on 
the stock in question. 

This trust company suit has been held 
up on an agreement of counsel to await 
the termination of the Georgia rallroad 
cate, which, it will be remembered, was 
recently decided in the state’s favor by 
the United States supreme court. In the 
light of this decision, it seemed best to 
the Central to go on with its fight, but 
the trust company suit will be dismissed 
aud the suit in the name of the railroad 
company wil] be made the vehicle for 
presenting the questions to the courts. 
In this way, the railroad itself is plaintiff 
«and a state instead of a federal court wil] 
pass on the matter. 

Histery of the Case. 

The case revolves around a tax fi. fa. 
issued by the comptroller general on Oc- 
tober 27, 1902. This execution is for 
$8,160 taxes claimed to be due the state 
mn 15,000 shares of Western Railway 
of Alabama stock, valued at $1,500,006, 
which, it is claimed, the Central of Geor- 
gia owns. The taxes sought to be col- 
lected are for the year 1900. 

The fi. fa. in question has been placed 
fm the hands of Sheriff Nelms, and was 
levied by him on November 13, 1902, 
m. the freight depot of the Central of 
Georgia Railroad Company, on - West 
Mitchell street, just west of Madison ave- 
nue, t 

After asserting that the Centra) of 
Georgia had no interest save an equitable 
one in the stock involved during the year 
1900, or at any other time, the petition 
goes into a detailed history of the whole 
stock of the Western Railway ef Ala- 
bema, and that particular half of it upon 
which taxes are demanded in the fi. fa. 
levied on the Central's frelght depot.

An Equitable Interest. 

The petition continues with the state 
ment that in 1892 the entire properties 
of the Central Railread and Banking 
Company of Georgia passed inte the 
hands of H. M. Comer, a receiver, ap- 
pointed by the United States hircuit 
court for the southern district ef Geor- 
gia. Receiver Comer, it is alleged, 
pledged the 16,000 shares of Western 
Railway of Alabama stock as security 
for a loan of $600,000 made to him as 
receiver by a syndicate. The trustee in 
this deal was the Mercantile Trust Com- 
pany, of New Yore. 

In 1895, it is alleged, there were de- 
faults in payment on this transaction 
and the 15,000 shares of stock were 
ordered sold. They were purchased by 
Samuel Thomas and Thomas F. Ryan. 
Then, in October, 1895, the Central of 
Georgia Railway Company was organ- 
ized, which company during the year fol- 
lowing purchased the equitable interest 
in the stock in question from Messrs. 
Thomas and Ryan. It Is called the equit 
able interest because the bond holders 
had the prior claims, despite the trans- 
actions of Receiver Comer, as tie rrus. 
deed te the Central Trust Company had 
priority over that to the Mercantile Trusi 
Company. 

It is this equitable interest, then, and: 
enly this which the Central of Georgia 
Railway Company claims to own. 

The petition states that the stock ft- 
self—the actual certificates—are in the 
possession of the Central Trust Company 
in New York, and that on the books of 
the Western Railway of Alabama thse 
stock stands in the name of the trust 
company—the Central of Georgia Rallway 
Company figuring in the matter in no 
way, save as the owner of an equitable 
interest. 

It is “claimed that even if the Central 
of Georgia Railway Cempany had been 
the original owner of the actuaj stock 
and had hypethecated it with the trus. 
company it (the railroad company) would 
not be liable to pay taxes, as the whole 
taxation policy of Georgia is against the 
taxation of corporation stock, deeming it 
not taxable property. 

It is further urged that to hold for- 
eign corporation stock liable to taxation 
and to exempt dongstiy corporation 
stock woulg be an imequality in vialo- 
tion of both the federal and state con- 
stitutions. It would violate the federal | 
constitution, it is asserted, by denying | 
the equa] rights guaranteed under the, 
fourteenth amendment, and wou!d violate | 
the state censtitution because it would | 
perforce class legislation or ratha 
taxation, which is forbidden.

more. 

In the prayer with which the plaintiff’s 
petition closes perpetual injunctions are 
asked not only to restrain the execution 
of the fi fa already issued, but to re- 
strain the igsuance of any further fi fas 
of the same kind.

First Gun for Revision! 
The curious anomaly of the lower 
branch of an overwhelmingly repub- 
lican congress passing a measure 
which has always borne the demo- 
cratic stamp has been enacted, and 
the first gun for railway rate re 
vision, in the shape of the Bach- 
Townsend bill, has at last been fired 
in the halls of the national capitol. 
The certainty that it will be smoth- 
ered in the senate gives it the futile 
roar of a blank cartridge discharge, as 
far as immediate effectiveness is con- 
cerned. So emphatic is the public at- 
titude, however, that the republican 
party will not be able, if it desires, to 
eventually repudiate the action taken. 
The beneficent genie of rate reform 
bas been let out of the bottie largely 
through democratic agencies, and it 
will defy any attempts to make it re- 
turn to its original habitat. 

The opposition to the bill mustered 
but seventeen votes—only six of these 
were democratic, thus vindicating the 
policy adopted by the democracy of 


the pending measure involves the na- 
tional welfare. Up to within a few 
days of the passage of the bill the re- 
publicans were badly rent by factions, 
some advocating measures more or 
less drastic than the one finally 
agreed on, and the extremists even 
holding out for the entire preservation 
of the status quo. 

The bill, as finally passed, cannot 
be said to very closely follow the 
clear-cut and simple outline submitted 
by President Roosevelt in his mes- 
sage touching the enlargement of the 
powers of the interstate commerce 
commission. Unlike the minority bill, 
its provisions are almost uniformly in 
tavor of the railroads, making it pos- 
sible to hold up the new rate decreed 
by the commission indefinitely, and 
complicating the final adjudication of 
disputed points with a tedious and, in 
the case of the special court clause, 
redundant procedure. 

Elsewhere in this issue The Consti- 
tution publishes a summary of the 
Speech delivered against the majority 
measure by Hon. W. C. Adamson, of 
the fourth district. Its perusal wil 
give the reader a succinct idea of the 
vital divergences between the Escn- 
Townsend bill and the democratic sub- 
stitute, demonstrating convincingly 
the superior directness and simplicity 
of the latter. The addresses of both 
Mr. Adamson and Mr. Bartlett, of the 
sixth district, were powerful state- 
ments of the democratic attitude on 
this subject in a current and historic 
sense and have attracted much inter- 
ested comment from the press of the 
country. 

As Mr. Adamson so vigorously re- 
marks, the future of rate reform legis- 
lation is assured, no matter what 
powerful influences are utilized to 
negative or postpone the completion 
of the first step just taken. The real- 
ly influential men of both parties 
Know too well the popular attitude on 
luis subject to countenance any pro- 
tracted or emasculating opposition. 
Undoubtedly, the present bill will be 
either talked to death in the senate or 
asphyxiated by some one of the many 
handy senatorial methods. 

Such tactics, however, can but tem- 
porarily defeat the swelling demand 
for reform. It will come before the 
next session more clamorous than be- 
fore and infinitely strengthened by 
the interval of inaction. And, as Com- 
missioner Clements recently declared 
before the house commerce committee, 
the moral effect of the prolongéd agi- 
tation is so pronounced that a volun- 
tary trend Toward moderation is al- 
ready noticeable in the railway world.

the people. 

Friction or dissension, in any of 
their phases, are fatally subversive of 
good government. In an embryonic 
Stage they may not appear as danger- 
ous enemies of the public business, 
but with their notorious trait of rapid 
‘and relentless self-multiplication, lit- 
tie time elapses ere they assume this 
menacing attitude. Their influence on 
beneficent legislation or legislation of 
any sort, in fact, is emphatically disas- 
trous. Time and energy and talent 
that should be given to the discussion 
of the public interests or the combat- 
ting of evils which threaten the public 
weal are diverted into the prosecution 
of feuds and the magnifying of in- 
compativility at an alarming rate. 

As an inevitable result, both the leg- 
isiative and executive machinery is 
apt to suffer a complete paralysis. 
Public policies that are imperative are 
allowed to stagnate and the cohesive 
efficiency of both governmental 
branches is hopelessly impaired, giv- 
ing room for abuses, petty jealousies 
and rancorous divisions which, under 
a healthy, tolerant cooperation would 
have found it impossible to gain a 
foothold. 

Realizing that such unfortunate con- 
ditions have frequently matured out of 
appearentiy insignificant beginnings,

such inner things are. We know they 
are. 


Sometime the vague science vaguely 
known as sexology may lift the veil 
that shrouds in mystery scarcely less 
than that of death this sad human 
weakness, but more likely the inscru- 
table hand of God will hold the veil 
down to the end of time. 

Men and women since Eden have 
idealized love.

We must look for “the other woman’”’ 
in the McCue case. It matters not 
who she was,or what she was. The 
good wife and mothér was jealous. 
‘There were quarrels—those conjugal 
fits of love mania that now smother 
with kisses and now would strangle 
with the prompting of a psychic 
demon. There were estrangements 
and reconciliations without number. 
There were the children. Both loved 
them with the love that needs no anai- 
ysis by sexologists. They held the 
parents together by a bond that is not. 
easily broken. The husband took fre-. 
quent journeys to a neighboring city. 
The wife knew whither <nd why. At 
least, the fiend of suspicion plagued 
her woman’s heart. Violent “scenes” 
followed McCue’s home-comings from 
these little journeys. The tragedy fol- 
lowed such a scene presumably for 
i.@ same cause. 

“I was impelled to commit the crime 
by some evil genius over which I had / 
no control,” declared the murderer, 
in substance, on the gallows.

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IS SENATE CONTROLLED - 
BY CORPORATE INTERESTS?

HE following letter by H. W. 
. Hopkins, of Atlanta, in which it is 

stated that Hon. W. W. Osborne, 
of Savannah, made the charge fn his last 
communication that the senate of Geor- 
gia is controlled by corporate interests, 
and in which it is declared the evidence 
on which this charge is based should be 
given to the public, has been furnished 


to the state papers which have been 
printing the Osborne letters: 


Mr. Osborne in the state papers of Sun- 
day. I distinctly declare I have no pur- 
pose of ‘butting in’ to the frenzied polit- 
ical discussion of which that letter is the 
latest chapter, but as a democrat, a citi- 
zen of Georgia, and enjoying the personal 
acquaintance and, I hope, the friendship 
of many of the present members of the 
senate, I write to these same papers in 
the sincere hope that an impression cre- 
ated by that letter may, as a result of 
agitation, be removed from the minds of 
the people of Georgia, and a stain from 
the party to which I belong. 

“J believe Mr. Osborne will do it him- 
self upon further reflection; or else, if 
he is firm in the belief that such a state 
of things exists, he will train his guns 
upon the senate of Georgia as well as 
upon ‘corporate representatives.’ 

‘In substance, Mr. Osborne states that 
last spring, as a result of negotiations 
with the representatives of certain cor- 
porate interests, it was agreed that Mr. 
West was to be supported for president of 
the senate. To quote Mr. Osborne lit- 
erally: 

“ ‘Having formally obtained powers 
plenipotentiary to treat, after several 
conferences with the representatives 
aforesaid, they conceded south Georgia 
the presidency of the senate, and West 
was selected as our standard bearer. I 
thought the whole affair finally arranged. 
I went off on my summer vacation with 
a Nght heart, conscious of having dis- 
charged a political obligation.’ 

“Further on Mr. Osborne states: 

**When I returned to Georgia in the 
fall I found to my surprise that things 
had not remained “fixed.” We, that Is 
West and I, had been thrown down. 
Steed was the leading candidate for the 
presidency of the senate, and corporate 
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influence was linéd up solidly behind 
him,’ etce., etc. Again: ‘After two Ccon- 
ferences of West's friends~in Atlanta in 
the fall, at Doth of which West was pres- 
ent, it was agreed that we had been 
given a deep-toned “Ha, Ha!” and that 
Steed had West, Blalock and Candler beat 
to death.’’ 

“Now, what is the inference from these 
statements? It is mild to call it inftr- 
ence, far it is practically a charge that 
‘certain representatives of corporate in- 


| terests’ absolutely control a majority of 
“I have read and reread the letter Of tne senators of Georgia; that this control 


is so absolute that they are enabled to 
fix them for one man and then take 
them away and transfer them to another 
at their will, Am I fair in this state- 
ment? Mr. Osborne states that the mat- 
ter was arranged in the spring to make 
West president, and he went away ‘with 
a light heart." Must he not have had 
faith in those with whom he dealt, of 
their ability to deliver the goods—the 
votes of the senators? When he came 
back these goods had been taken from 
West and delivered to Steed. 

“This delivery to Steed was discovered 
as a result of ‘two conferences held in 
Atlanta.’ Was it discovered Dy commu- 
nications with the senators? Again, these 
representatives retire Steed and give 
back the votes to West. 

“If Mr. Osborne had been content to 
charge that corporate influence was at- 
tempting to control the election of this 
office, there would have been no reflec- 
tion upon the senators or upon the party, 
but he does more. He practically charges 
in advance of the election that results 
have been accomplished which, if true, 
a majority of the senate-elect of Georgia 
should be asked to resign their seats. Ir 
true, they are not representatives of the 
people but mere pupets in the hands of 
two or three men who trade their yotes 
as they would beans or potatoes, I do 
not believe it. Yet the cold type of Mr. 
Osborne’s letter practically charges it 
to be true. He has recited facts as ac- 
complished ‘by these ‘corporate repre- 
sentatives’ relating to future action of 
senators which accredits those represen- 
tatives with the power to contro] them. 
If this be true, the people sfiould have the 
evidence—or in its absence, an admission 
that in this respect at least, a man of 
Straw has been erected to be knocked 
down.

The State’s Cotton Farm. 

Editor Constitution: From your news 
columns I jJearn that the Georgia prison 
commission has decided to reduce the 
cotton acreage upon the state prison 
farm at Milledgeville. This seems to 
me to be very wholesome; but still bet- 
ter and by far for the state to refrain 
altogether from cotton production? Is it 
advisable for the state to compete at 
all with its citizens, when such compe- 
tition inevitably lowers the price off 
the staple and causes a large net reduc- 
tion of the income of the people? 

By neglecting other industries and pro- 
ducing 3,000,000 bales of votton above 
the 10,000,000 of last year, the south 
has apparently cut in half its income 
from cotton, and is making an wnap- 
preciated present of some $300,000,000 
to the rest of the world. This is the 
result of cut-throat competition. That 
competition should by some means be re- 
lieved of its cut-throat character, and 
certainly the state should be withdrawn 
from the throat cutting. 

Every single bale off cotton exerts an 
influence in the adjustment of supply 
and demand and in the fixing of the 
market price. If the production of an 
extra 3,000,000 bales this year has re- 
duced the return in the sum of $300,000, - 
000. it is perhaps fair to reckon that 
every bale in that 3,000,000 has had an 
equal influence in causing that loss, and 
that each bale of the surplus is charge- 
able with a hundred gollars of the lose 
to the people of the cotton belt, with 
whose interests the state of gceorgia is 
bound up. 

That if the convicts on the state farm 
produce 300 bales of cotton a year, 
whether it be last year, this year, next 
year or twenty years in the future, they 
are Mable to cause a public loss of some 
$30,000 a year. 

On the other hand, if the state farm 
and its labor were altogether devoted 
to grain production, it would tend to 
lower the cost of «ommodities which the 
people of the state are accustomed to 
buy from the outside, and thus save them 
money. Whether the state farm as such 
would show as large a balance sheet 
from its operations for the year is a 
matter of extremely small consequence; 
to consider it as a main question wouig 
be penny wisdom and pound folly. The 
cnterprise is a vuovlic one, not private. 
It would be to the net advantage of the 
state as a whole even to keep its con- 
victs in idleness, with delsarte exercises 
to pass away the time, rather than to 
exercise their muscles in cotton field 
labor. And furtnermore, the example 
set by changing from cotton to grain 
would probably prove highly valuable. 
There are many occupations in Georgia 
more profitable than cotton raising. There 
are thousands of laborers who ought to 
be withdrawn from the cotton field al- 
together. A resolution by the state 
authorities to withdraw its convicts 
from the competition in cotton produc- 
tion, it appears from various points of 
view, would have {far-reaching and ben- 
eficial effects.

Raleigh, N. C., February 10.—(Special.) 
Gilbert Pearson, the secretary of the 
North Carolina Audubon Society, has Te- 
ceived reports from the game wardens 
on Currituck sound that thousands of 
ducks are being killed there by the ice. 

The sound is frozen, except at certain 
points where there are air holes, and in 
these spots of open water the ducks 
eather in grtat mmmbers. Some of them 
dive and come wp under the ice, where 
they are drowned. The wardeng state 
that one day a native found 250 ducks 
which had thus been drowned, and an- 
other got 200. 

The freeze has beer\so great that there 
hag been no hunting for a week or more. 
The- winter is the severest by far ever 
known in North Carolina, from the coast 
to the mountains, the ground having been 
frozen, with the exception of two or three 
days, for more than two months, and the 
foe on the sound blocking navigation by 
emall boats.

If the shipper pays it 
and adds it to his prices, he distributes 
the burden among his customers and 
gradually drives them away from his 
trade.

Macon, Ga, February i10.—(Special.)— 
The orchards around the peach centers 
to the south of Macon were not damaged 
by the recent freeze, severe as it was. 
The freeze came too early in the season 
for peach buds, and the ice was not 
heavy enough this far south to injure the 
trees by breaking limba. 

In speaking of the weather in connec- 
tion with his peach orchards E. J. Wil- 
lingham, who returned to Macon yester- 
day from Washington, where he uppear- 
ed before a committee of the house of 
representatives in the matter of freight 
rates for the transportation of the Geor- 
gia peach crop, said that if the weather 
would continue uniformly cold on till 
spring nothing could be more beneficias 
to the peach crop. 

Mr. Willingham was requested to ap- 
pear before a committee of the house, 
which had for its consideration a bill to 
regulate fretght rates. As this bill con- 
cerned the nivving of the peach crop of 
this state, he went before the committee 
to represent the peach growers of Gor- 
gia. This bill, which was brought in by 
rpublicans through the policy of the Te- 
publican administration, received the 
sanction of John Sharp Williams, leader 
of the democrats, and passed the house 
by a vote of 326 to Ii7. 

“But,” gaid Mr. Willingham this morn- 
img, “it wasn’t the regulation of railway 
rates that I wanted so much as it was 
the regulation of railway schedules in 
the transportation of peaches. The rates 
@re not so exorbitant; but the delays— 
sometimes a day or more—in the delivery 
of peaches place the growers at a dis- 
advantage. The greater the delay in the 
delivery, the lower the price in the 
northern markets. This is hard on the 
peach grower.” 

According to Mr. Willingham the acre- 
age of this year’s peach crop !s larger 
than last year’s. As one of the pur- 
poses of the bill for regulating freight 
rates is to abolish the service of such 
private corporations as Armour’s and 
Swift’s in the moving of the peach crop 
by means of refrigerator cars and force 
the railway companies to furnish their 
he says the railway lines 
through Georgia will have some trouble 
in complying with this provision. Here- 
tofore the railway companies have had 
contracts with these private corporations 
for the transportation of the peach crop 
in cold storage cars, the freight rates 
fixed by the railroads varying directly 
with the charges made by these cor- 
porations.
